Tbo American Eonomist: A few days 


since this little word very mcob exercised 
the minds and energies of two or three 
United States senators. Senator Vest 
•was greatly moved that it had besn omit- 
ted from the Democratic platform of 1896 
at Chicago. From the absorbing Interest 
manifested in the somewhat lengthy dis- 
cussion, a simple minded outsider might 
infer that the question in band was fully 
as important as the preservation of "the 
integrity of the Ottoman Empire." 


The embryonic state of the term ".only" 


•was first shadowed forth in the introduc- 
tion to the tariff of 1846, where in ft was 
characterized as "Incidental protection." 
It seems to have (jot through the hair of 
a few Democratic leaders that a duty of 
whatever rate Imposed on a foreign made 
'•article which competed with a similar 
American one was to that extent a protec- 
tion. But, according to the soutnern 
Democratic theory, the primary and legit 
imate object of a tariff was to obtain reve 
nne without any reference, strictly speak- 
ing, to the effect produced upon our own 
mechanical industries; they being abso- 
lutely of secondary consideration—that 
affect was merely "incidental." That 
"incidental protection" In the tariff of 
1848, in due time, resulted in crushing 
out our industries that had revived or 
sprung Into existence under the fostering 
care of the short lived tariff of 1843. 


These leaders, however, wanted a term 


more definite than Incidental, and their 
genius was divided to that f nd. 
They 


flrst in one of their platforms proclaimed 
the theory of their tariff to be "only for 
revenue;" that was followed the nest 
time by "exclusively for public pur- 
poses." Then came the phrase "for rev • 
enue only," as the latter Is smoother in 
enunciation it seems to have been used 
uniformly in recent platforms.

nately the question is forever settled, as 
according to Senator Vest his little word 
has become one of the famous "principles 
of the great Democratic party." 


Can any statistician of American polit- 


ical history point out an administration 
which has made more rapid progress in 
carrying out the pledges of the platform 
upon which It was elected than that of 
President MoKInleyP In the 16 weeks 
since his Inauguration, he has called con-

Total 
clearancesx were between Monday and 
Tuesday today, being 843,934 bushels of 
wheat and 14,581 flour today, a total of 
296,010 bushels, against 331 bushels a 
week ago today, divided wheat 118,549, 
flour 86,021. The total for this week of 
wheat and flour, so far, equals 1,090,01« 
busbelj of wheat. I Eleven cars of wheat 
weie received in Chicago this morning, 
against 16 estimated,and for tomorrow 11 
oars are predicted.

The labor of the day began about 


the middle of the forenoon. The great 
herd of 'lowing quadrupeds were driven 
down at the foot of the old Mexican 
town across the river and on the long 
bar that faces the stream There was 
an army of Mexicans on every side to 
keep them in place. A dozen bestrode 
lank horses; the remainder was afoot. 
There was an abundance of little brown 
boys, each with two frail garments and 
as many powerful lungs.

Tbe little fellow 
was crippled in one leg and walked lame 
ao that be necessarily moved slowly. 
William Broderiok, tbe flagman at Jasper 
street said he did not witness the acci- 
dent. An engine was passing on tbe Wa- 
basb and as be looked aronud to tbe I. 
D & W. tracks someone called that a boy 
had been killed and be saw tba body on 
tbe track 


Tbe patrol wagon was sent for and 


wben tbe police arrived they notified Cor- 
oner Bendure, wbo with Deputy Boy 
Bcndure went to tbe scene of tbe acci- 
dent. Tbe deputy picked np tbe body and 
took it to tbe undertaking establishment 
of Wykoff & Reeve, where James Moran 
took charge of It. Tbe child was most 
horribly mangled. One arm was severed 
one leg was out off at tbe waist, tbe other 
leg was severed below the knee. Tbe 
wheels of tbe engine had passed over the 
body and the bead was badly bruised. 
The pieces were picked up and taken to 
the undertaking looms in tbe sack which 
tbe boy had Intended to take home coal 
for bis parents. 


Immediately after the accident Fred 


Kolzemlok, the father of the boy, who is 
employed at the Wabash shops, was noti- 
fied that bis boy bad been killed. Ao- 
o^mpanied by Officer Bailey be went to 
the undertaking establishment to Identify 
his child. Tbe scene there was heartrend- 
ing. Tbe father, on seeing tbe remains 
of bla boy, was heartbroken and broke 
down completely. He -then went to his 
borne to tell the sad news to the mother. 


Tbe time of the funeral has not yet 


been decided upon and will be announced 
later.

The Inquest. 


At 3 o'clock this afternoon Deputy 


Coroner Boy Bendnre held tbe inqnest at 
the Wykoff and Reave undertaking rooms. 
Attorney Frank Boby appeared foi tbe 
railroad company. Brakuman Jones was 
tbe first witness examined. He testified 
that be was riding on the back of the en- 
gine that killed tbe boy. Enlgneer Arm- 
strong testified that be was running the 
engine and saw tbe boy step on tbe track 
and supposed that he was either trying 
to get on the front end or cross tbe traok. 
Tbomas Byan, a saloon keeper on Jasper 
atreet, testified tbat be saw tbe strike the 
boy, and didn't think that It was moving 
at a rapid rate. Fireman Fletoher testi- 
fied as to tbe speed at wblob tbe engine 
wai moving and .said it was going not 
over five miles an hour. Philip Carver, 
wbo saw the boy killed, gave evidence. 
He said tbat tbe child apparently was 
trying to jump on tbe engine and lost bis 
footing. Bethought tbe engine was not 
going any (aster than a man oould walk. 


Tbe jury returned a verdict to tbe effect 


that tbe boy met bis death while trying 
to jump on a locomotive and (ally exon- 
erated? tbe railroad company. The jnry 
was composed of Dr. Morgan, (oreiiian, 
Dr. F. B. Stoner, W. W. Conoara, James 
Moran, Morgan Frost and Joseph, Perry.

'When the trained marksmen of tbe 


{Transvaal routed the regular troops of 
(Britain at Majuba Hill by shooting 
•with, such marvelous skill as to pick 
off the redcoats like so many deer on & 
bill, a great outcry was heard in Brit- 
ish army circles against the folly of 
teaching- a soldier to shoot by placing 
him opposite a target and telling him 
to place a bullet as near to the bull's- 
eye as possible. It was clearly demon- 
strated that between the stationary 
Ibull's-eye of a target and the figure of jB' 
a man crouching1 behind a bowlder 
wtth a death-dealing rifle at his shoul- 
der there was a serious difference. As 
p. result of this outcry various innora- 
itions appeared on the British ranges. 
The figure of a man in action, running 
across a rocky country, was introduced, 
and a sjstem of moving targets came 
dnto use.

As a consequence of this 


awakening there will shortly be issjied

POST EXCHANGES EXEMPT. 


Articles Sold In Army Store* Wot Lia- 


ble for Internal Reven.de Taxcu. 
The treasury depa> trnent has decided 


that articles purchased for army ex- 
changes are not liable to internal rev- 
enue taxes. The question arose with 
reference to borne oleomargarine which 
was being soi}"at the post exchange 
at. the Washington barracks without 
payment of the special tax. When the 
fact became know n a tax was assessed 
for future sales, and the officer in 
charge of the exchange was notified to 
settle for past sales. Considerable cor- 
respondence passed between the war 
and treasury departments on the sub- 
ject, with the result as above stated. 


.The judge advocate general of the 


army asked an abatement of the tax 
on tiie ground that the post exchange 
is an agency or inbtrument of the United 
States, and, therefore, not taxable un- 
der the internal revenue laws. The 
treasury department held at first that 
as the exchange is a private arrange- 
ment for the personal comfort and 
benefit of individual soldiers, it was 
subject to tax for furnishing manu- 
factured tobacco, cigars and malt liq- 
uors to enlisted men, but the judge ad- 
vocate general contended that this form 
of exchange passed out of existence 
and was superseded by the present sys- 
tem, which was introduced by the war 
department on February 1,1889.

hilling the horse of a cavalryman does 
no less damage to the fighting effective- 
ness of an enemy's force than shooting 
the rider.

There Are ,No Penalties Attached to tbe 


New File I<**r. 


The flag law of 1895 required tbe Unit- 


ed States flag to be-kept flying on all pub- 
lic, parochial and private school buildings 
every day during school houn. The 
same law made It tbe duty of sheriffs and 
troitees of penal institutions to have flags 
floating over th*rr respective court houses 
and Institutions wery day in the year, 
rain or shine, from 8 a. m. to 5 p in. 


As the law was altogether too sweeping 


In Its provisions little attention was paid 
to it. There was one prosecution under 
it which oame to nothing. At tbe last 
session of the general assembly tbe meas- 
ure was repealed and a new statute was 
enacted, which will go into effect today. 


The new law empowers the'public 


school authorities to put flag staffs on 
school buildings and to fly a United 
States flag therefrom during tbe school 
hours of such frays as they may deter- 
mine. But the Bags must not be hoisted _ 
when a violent storm or Inclement weath- 
er would destroy them. The act does not 
apply to parochial or private schools. 


As for tbe court bouses and tbe differ- 


ent state Institutions, flags are to be un- 
furled and kept floating on every legal 
holiday, wben the weather Is not bad, and 
on such other days as those In charge may 
seeflt. 


The law of 1895 made a failure to have 


a flag flying over a school h" use, court 
house, etc., a mitdemeaor, purilsbable 
by flne. Tbe neW law has no iienaHles of 
that kind, The law being -reasonable the 
legislature assumed it would be obeyed.

purpose of determining the best points 
at which to establish- the permanent 
stations, where the final observations 
will be taken during the eclipse of 1900. 


The path of the total eclipse will ex- 


tend in a direct line from New Orleans 
to Norfolk, Va., an» will pass through 
Georgia in the locality of Macon. 


Blank report sheets have been sent 


to all the weather bureaus in the vicini- 
ty of the path of the eclipse with tw 
instruction to the weather man to sttr 
cure the services of capable and Ifr 
telligent men to take the observation]; 
and register the results in the sheefil 
made for the purpose. The exact con3 
dition of the sky, of the sun and of tig 
whole heavens will be marked dowfl 
in the sheets every morning of twt 
month when the observations are bell 
taken, an8 all of tbe sheets when «1U 
out will Ibe sent to Washington or 
carefully graded. The permanent o 
servation stations will be established^ 
at the points where the first observa* 
tlons taken receive the highest percea* 
tage.—Atlanta Constitution.

Human Hair Growths. 


Prof. Exner, of the Vienna Medica|f 
society, treating- of the functions of th«^ 
human hair, remarks upon the some^ 
what curious fact that writers have' 
hitherto occupied themselves mainly* 
with speculations as to the circum- 
stances which have led1 to man becom;

Further, there is no doubt that the hair 
of the scalp protects the head against 
external cold, and also prevents the loss 
of heat through very low conductivity 
of the hair cylinders and ojf the cushion 
,of nir intermingled with them.—Chi 
cago Inter Ocean.
